Regarding claims 1 and 6, the references of the prior art of record fail to teach or suggest 
the combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1 , specifically they fail to provide a 
relation between t w and t M that satisfies the equation: 0. 14 S tw/ tM < 0.5. Where t w represents a 
width of the mask welding part formed at part of the main frame and tM represents a shortest 
distance from an outermost end of the main frame to the interface between the effective area and 
the non-effective area of the shadow mask. 
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Claims 2, 4, 5, 9, 10, 1 1 are dependent of base claim 1, which is allowed, and are 
therefore also allowed. 

Claims 7, 13, 14, 15 are dependent of base claim 6, which is allowed, and are therefore 
also allowed.
